The nominee arose at 5:30 Sunday 
morning, shaved himself beneath a 
300-foot high redwood, ate a ham and 
egg breakfast and carried his party 
another 280 miles up the coast and 
across several mountain ranges into 
Oregon.

Long experience of depreciated cur­ 
rencies in France and other countries, 
has shown th a t the hardship is gen­ 
erally borne by ail, and only in excep­ 
tional cases falls entirely on one pair 
of shoulders. 
It is not difficult to 
recognize the bitter injustice; war is 
essentially unjust s o far as the peace­ 
ful citizen is concerned. 
Like other 
people. Americans deceive themselves, 
but everybody pays for war, more or 
less, and there is no conceivable way 
of equalizing th at burden. 
It was estim ated long ago by such 
great economics as B astiat, Bagehot 
and G resham th a t even where cur­ 
rency had been wiped out, as in the 
case of the French Revolutionary as­ 
signats, the loss was spread over the 
w'hole decline and over the whole peo­ 
ple. Then, as always, there were dis­ 
tressing cases of individual suffering. 
But economically the whole nation 
shared. 
In the case of th e G erm an 
m ark there were foolish G erm an sym ­ 
pathizers in the U nited States who 
bought m arks at three cents and u n ­ 
der and lost everything they invested. 
So far as private m ortgages are 
concerned, or long leases, these are 
usually held for 
investm ent 
by 
a 
th rifty class which can ill afford to 
lof-e 80 per cent of its investm ent, in 
Paris, or the provinces. 
Europe, in ­ 
cluding G reat B ritain, is full of w hat 
are called the “new poor.” Practical­ 
ly one-third of the whole area of 
Scotland has changed hands since the 
war. 
The same thing occurred after 
the Napoleonic wars. The m atter was 
the them e of stories and of plays like 
“New Men and Old Acres.”

compelled to reduce timer standard 
of living. But a new generation arises 
and the form er wealth becomes a 
memory.

1 Turkish sounds. 
The percentage of Turks who know 
how to write at all is relatively small, 
and a big proportion of those who can 
write Turkish are already fam iliar 
with 
western 
languages, 
notably 
French, so the hardship w*n 
not be great compared to the conven­ 
ience of being able to use ordinary 
telegraphs, typewriters. lmuty*,. 
other m odem facilities of Ufe 
Turkey's action follows tliat of J a ­ 
pan, where the old Chinese characters 
are sapidly passing into disuse, and 
will no doubt be im itated by still o th ­ 
er countries. 
There is already talk in Russia of 
adopting the Latin alphabet—no' a 
tremendously difficult reform 
since 


about half of the 36 Russian ch ar­ 
acters are identical with their Roman 
equivalents, while the rest are easily 
rendered by tw o-letter combinations. 
Bulgaria and other slav races would

The showing of the Americans was 
low tide for Olympic 100-metre sprint­ 
ing, Bracey and Russett having been 
shut out in the semi-finals.

the Americans started 
four men in the finals and could do 
no better than second, fourth, fifth 
and sixth, the event having been won 
by Abrahams of England. 
Bad Day For Americans. 
Coming as it did on the heels cf 
the defeat of Frank Cuhel and Mor­ 
gan Taylor by Lord Burghley in the 
400-metre hurdles, the first ever scor­ 
ed against an American in this event, 
and the victory of O’Callaghan of 
Ireland in the hammer throw, Yankee 
stock took a decided drop as a result 
of the second day’s program.

ROCHESTER, N. Y., July 30.—Mo­ 
tion pictures in full natural colors for 
amateur photographers were shown 
for the first time today by George 
Eastman to a distinguished group of 
scientists and other public men. 
The new process, culminating years 
of experimentation, is so revolution­ 
ary as to place it alongside the dis­ 
covery ©f the film and the invention 
Of motion pictures. 
The new color process, based upon a 
totally different principle from pre­ 
vious experiments, at the same time 
both represents the accurate and bril­ 
liant reproduction of every color and 
tint and shade In nature and also is 
so simple that any amateur photo­ 
grapher can use it to make movies. 
The Eastman Kodak research lab­ 
oratories, under the direction of Dr. 
C. E. K. Mees, have been working 
years to perfect col«* movies. 
The 
most radically new element In the 
process Is the film. Instead of hav- 
j lng the usual smooth surface, the side 
opposite the sensitive coating is em­ 
bossed with cylindrical lenses so min- 
| ute as to be invisible. These lenses 
which are part of the film itself and 
made of the film substance, would 
j each look, vastly magnified, like a 
rib of a corrugated iron roof. They 
run lengthwise of the film and the 
width of 550 of them occupies an inch.
